A new departure in catering to the 
needs of the inner man will be in­

A VE you seen the com et? The 
Pona-Winneckc comet is now* 
visible to the naked eye at night, 
and is less than 4,000,000 miles 
away. 
Don't, however, look for a ball 
of fire with a tail. 
This comet 
I 
differs from most .similar bodies 
in that it lacks tile usual append­ 
age known a 3 the “ tail." 
It ap- 
fiears as an extended 
nebulous 
body. 
The comet came in view' of the 
earth a month ago, and has been 
getting closer and closer. 
Until 
a few days ago, however, it was 
visible only through a telescope. 
As it continues on its orbit the 
distance to the earth will become 
ten 
miles 
smaller by June 26, 
and, unless it shrinks in volume, 
its apparent diameter ought to be 
more than a degree—- that is, more 


than twice the size of the moon. 
Astronomers doubt that it will 
assume such huge proportions. 
On the night of June 26 Pons- 
Winnecke will be doser to the 
earth than will any other celestial 
body except the moon, and the 
moon will not interfere, because 
at the time it will be approach­ 
ing the phase of new moon. 
After it has passed close to the 
earth on the twenty-sixth, 
one 
possible 
effect 
will he? a great 
meteor display, a trail of shoot­ 
ing stars left in its wake. 
The* Pons-Winnecke comet was 
first discovered in 1819 by the 
French astronomer Pons. 
It was 
not seen again until 1858, w’ben 
the German astronomer Win neck* 
detf * cd it. 
Since then it has 
appeared at regular intervals of 
five and three-quarter years.

GASHTOWH POST 


FOR NEW FIELD 


County Reformed Pas­ 
tor Six Years Goes 
To Larger Posi­

The resignation of the Rev. Walter 
C. 
Pugh, 
pastor of 
the 
Cashtown 
charge of the Reformed church, was 
presented at a meeting of the joint 
consistories 
of 
the 
three churches 
composing the charge, Thursday even­ 
ing. 
The Rev. Mr. Pugh has accepted 
a call to the E ast Petersburg charge 
of Lancaster county and w'ill assume 
the pastorate there August I. 
In addition to accepting his resigna­ 
tion effective August J, the consistory 
granted Mr. Pugh the last two weeks 
of Ju ly as a vacation. 
He will preach 
his last sermon at the Fairfield, Mc­ 
Knightstown and Cashtown churches 
Sunday, Ju ly 17. 
At his new charge, Mr. Pugh will 
he pastor of two churches, the E ast 
Petersburg and the Eden Reformed 
congregations being included in that 
charge. 
The 
membership 
of 
the 
churches in his new field will he a p ­ 
proximately the same as the member­ 
ship of the three churches here. 
During his partorate, the member­ 
ship of McKnightstown has grown to 
IOO members, the Cashtown church to 
tho same number and 
the 
Fairfield 
church to 150. 
He has been serving 
these three congregations for the last 
six years. 
The Rev. Mr. Pugh is a graduate of 
the Reformed Theological seminary 
at Lancaster, having received his de­ 
c re e with the class of 1913. He served 
as pastor of the Friend’s Cove charge, 
in Bedford county, for seven and a 
half years prior to coming to the local 
charge in 1921. 
The announcement of his resigna­ 
tion came as a surprise to the mem­ 
bers of the joint consistory. 
It is e x ­ 
pected that a supply committee, con­ 
sisting of one member from each of 
the three churches, w ill be named Sun­ 
day to provide pastors for the subse­ 
quent Sundays following the departure 
and also to consider candidates to suc­ 
ceed the Rev. Mr. Pugh as pastor of 
the church.
